The Canadian Farm Loan Board is an 
agency of the Dominion Government, es- 
tablished in 1929 for the purpose of provid- 
ing farmers with long term mortgage cre- 
dit. It borrows money from the Govern- 
ment at 3'% per cent and reloans to far- 
mers at 5 per cent over periods running up 
to twenty-five years. The spread between 
the borrowing rate and the loan rate covers 
the cost of administration, provides neces- 
Sary reserves, and takes care of losses. 


The Board has been doing business in 
Alberta for fifteen years. It has made 
loans in the province aggregating $9,168,- 
000, of which $4,509,000 was outstanding 
at the end of last March. During the year 
which ended on that date borrowers paid 
back $1,244,000 of the money they had 
borrowed, besides meeting interest charges 
of $359,000. 

During these fifteen years the Board 
made 4,767 loans in Alberta on first mort- 
gages. In only 70 cases had it taken pos- 
Session of property through sale or fore- 
closure proceedings. 

The safest policy on which to loan 
money is to charge no higher rate than a 
borrower can pay and still be able to 
whittle down his debt.

Shelved Again 

The Senate at Washington has shelved 
the St. Lawrence Waterway project, by a 
vote more than two to one. The decisive- 
ness of the vote leaves little room for hope 
that President Roosevelt can persuade 
enough Senators to change their minds to 
secure a reversal of the decision. 

Just ten years ago the Senate took like 
action. Apparently the project has not 
gained favor in the interval in scetions 
where it was then unpopular. The infer- 
ence would be that the scheme has now 
been side-tracked for another decade— 
perhaps permanently. 

While it is not of great interest in this 
part of the country, most Canadians would 
probably like to see the St, Lawrence im- 
provement plan approved and put on the 
agenda of projects to be undertaken in 
after-war years. That would provide em- 
ployment for a large number of men, in 
both countries, at a time when employ- 
ment-construction is foreseen to be neces- 
sary. 

It is not for people in the Dominion to 
find fault with the decision at Washington. 
The Senators were wholly within their 
rights, unwelcome as their veto may be. 

Parliament might, however, take up the 
question of whether Canada should pro- 
ceed to develop the Waterway on its own 
account. Not necessarily as a single en- 
terprise but on the instalment plan, as 
power requirements and other conditions 
would warrant. A long-term constructive 
undertaking of the kind would have advan- 
tages as a stabilizer of the employment 
Situation over a good number of years.

Their All-Out Stand 


It looks as though Allied authorities 
were right in their surmise that the Nazis 
would make their win-or-lose stand west 
of the Rhine, in the labyrinth of fortifica- 
tions which make up the Siegfried line and 
the Maginot line and with the favoring nat- 
ural advantages of broken country and 
rain-swollen rivers. . 

Berlin is no farther from where Cana- 
dian, British and American armies stand 
on the sector fronting Cologne than Leth- 
bridge is from Edmonton, But the Allies 
are little if any nearer to the Rhine city 
than they were weeks ago. They have been 
stopped by water and mud, rather than by 
enemy resistance. 

_ Farther south where other American ar- 
mies are grinding into the centre of the 
enemy defence system, they too have been 
battling the elements, in snow storms and 
at flooded rivers, 

All along the line the fighting is hard, 
and likely to continue hard, and the con- 
ditions favor the enemy. The Allies are 
hammering there at the most elaborate sys- 
tem of defences in the world, supplemented 
by natural barriers of exceptional strength. 
The French and German engineers knew 
where to plant their border forts, 

But if the battle is hard there is rea- 
Son to believe that once the line is crumpl- 
ed up the going will be easier all the way 
to the heart of Germany—and victory. No- 
where else, the experts tell us, is there an- 
other position offering comparable natural 
advantages for defence, and nowhere else 
have labor and material been built into a 
cross-country string of fortifications.

Whatever the reason may be, the 
fact is that while the Canadian plains were 
fanned by mild breezes coming over or 
through the Rocky Mountains, hundreds 
of miles to the south that same range of 
mountains sent a death-dealing storm 
hurtling across the supposedly milder belt 
of the temperate zone. 

One weather rule seems to gain support 
from this climatic disturbance. When a 
heavy winter storm gets started some- 
where in these northern latitudes it is sel- 
dom that the disturbance does not extend 
well down into the central states. But when 
severe storms originate there it does not 
commonly follow that this part of the con- 
tinent shares in the elemental turmoil. 


It is not altogether true that the wea- 
ther is something we ‘can’t do anything 
about.” It can at least be studied. There 
are few more interesting subjects. The 
study is important, too. For example, ten 
or twenty years from now when a severe 
storm is reported in one section of the con- 
tinent, people in other parts should know, 
by the law of averages, what they have to 
expect.

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Scars of War Yield to Skilful Surgery in Canadian Soldiers’ Hospitals 
Amazing Repairs Done to Maimed Parts as First Steps in Rehabilitation 


By WILLIAM BROWN FORBES 
Not every Johnny who went away in uniform will come 
marching proudly home the same man he went away. Some 
will never return, others will be injured. But so far as 
human agencies can achieve as thany as possible will come 
back and those who return injured will get every benefit 
of expanding science to make them whole, 

Canadian soldiers, sailors and airmen are being put to- 
gether again when they are physically hurt; helped to 
recover all their faculties if they suffer mental or psycho- 
logical injuries. 

Take the case of Leading Air Craftsman Kenneth White. 
Stationed at Jarvis, where he was training with the Royal 
Canadian Air Force, White was the victim of a practise 
bomb which exploded prematurely while he was quite close 
fo it. His forehead from above his nose right hack to his 
ear was blown away, his right eye with it. It was doubted 
that he'd live. 

In a few weeks Kenneth White will look almost exactly 
the same as the day he applied for admittance to the 
RCAF, It has been no easy job to recapture White's looks, 
but plastic surgery is doing the job. 

Forehead Rebuilt With Tantalum 


‘A new piece of forehead of the wonder metal, tantalum, 
and a cheek-bone of ivory, anchored in the tantalum were 
fitted into the gaping hole which marred the side of his 
face. Then long U-shaped cuts were made on his upper 
arm and this flap of skin was applied to the new forehead, 


White's arm was put ina cast over his head (see photo . 


bottom left) so that the arm would continue to feed the live 
flesh until it grew to the skin and flesh about it on the 
forehead and cheek, and anchored on the tantalum. Thi 
substanee, which can be spread into thread so fine it's in 
visible, is the only material doctors have found to which 
human flesh will adhere, It is almost not at all affected 
by heat or cold 

When, after some weeks and a, number of operations, 
White's forehead was again intact and his cheekbone in 
place and covered with flesh, the problem of putting and 
holding a glass eve in the gaping socket was presented to 
the doctors of Toronto’s Christie Street Hospital who are 
performing these miracles, Soon this problem too was 
solved. The wrinkly skin on the back of White's thumb was 
cut open and a flap produced, 


Hand Grows To War 


An incision was made behind hi 
right ear and the flap applied toit 
Then again the young airman's 
arm was put ina cast to hold hi 
vand absolutely still against the 
ear. In some four or five weeks 
it was attached, hand growing to 
ear via the thuntb. 


When the flap was cul away 
this time a shaving of cartilege 
from White's ear was taken with 
it, and after “freshening up’’ the 
eye socket by cutting a little scar 
tissue away, the cartilege went 
into it, the wrinkled skin once 
covering a thumb joint now form- 
ing eyelids.

The replace 
ment of noses and ears has be- 
come almost a daily chore, broken 
necks — once considered fatal
